W ashington, Feb. 12.—The federal 
trade commission announces 
that at 
the direction of the president it will 
begin immediately an investigation of 
the high cost of foods in the United 
States, with special reference to al­ 
leged violations of the an titru st acts. 
The departm ent of agriculture will 
assist, 
Alleged 
manipulatoms, 
con­ 
trol and conspiracies in distribution t ion 
of food will be gone into particularly. 
President Wilson’s letter directing 
the inquiry is as follows: 
“An adequate supply of food prod­ 
ucts is a m atter of concern to the 
nation at all times. 
It is of peculiar 
im portance at present 
Our domestic 
food supply is normally very large 
and has become Increasingly varied. 
In some respects It has steadily ex- 
ponded and has kept pace with the 
Increasing population. 
Unfortunately, 
this is not true, however, of a large 
numb* r of im portant staple products, 
Including certain 
cereals, 
and par- 
ticularly meats. 
Meat Decreases Per Capita. 
“ While the population of the nation 
has Increased 26.000,000 since 
1900,
